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REMARKS 

The ExaBiiner objected to th. drawings for not disclosing knurled surface and 
driving surface adapted to cooperate with a screwdriver, as recited in certain claims In 
response, with respect to knuried suface. new FIG. .0 has been added to schematically 
Show knurled surfaces recited in the original claims 6 and l Mo overcome the objections to 
the drawings. No new matter has b.en added. In particular, no specific feature, such as 
shapes and sizes of any surface feature, is intended to be conveyed by the new drawing 
As described in the specification, knurled surfaces are well known in the art 

With respect to driving surface adapted to cooperate with a screwdriver the 
Apphcants respectfidly submit that the drawings currently in the application adequately 
disclose such a surface. Specifically, at least claims 3 and 7 disclose driving surfaces 
defimng a cavities shaped to receive hexagonal drivers. Because screwdrivers with 
hexagonal tips are well known, the recited driving surface adapted to cooperate with a 
screwdriver is adequately disclosed ir the drawings. As described in the specification 
screwdnver-engaging surfaces are well known in the art. 

In the specification, new paragraphs have been added to reflect the substance of the 
new drawing sheet. No new matter h.is been added. 

Claims 1-21 are pending and have been rejected in the Office Action. Claims 3 4 
and 17 have further been objected to. Applicants have amended claims 3. 4 and 17 to ' 
overcome the objecrion and respectfully submit that all claims are allowable, as set forth 
below.
